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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of the invention of Group I, claims 1-9 and the species shown in 
Figs. 1-3 in the reply filed on 14 September 2007 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 10-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 14 September 2007. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an information 
disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) requires a legible 
copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; 
(3) for each cited pending U.S. application, the application specification including claims, and 
any drawing of the application, or that portion of the application which caused it to be listed 
including any claims directed to that portion, unless the cited pending U.S. application is stored 
in the Image File Wrapper (IFW) system; and (4) all other information, or that portion which 
caused it to be listed. In addition, each IDS must include a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office (see 37 CFR 
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1.98(a)(1) and (b)), and MPEP § 609.04(a), subsection I. states, "the list ... must be submitted on 
a separate paper." Therefore, the references cited in the Search Report have not been considered.

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 4-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-9 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1 lines 4-6 the language "during the normal use... " renders the claim indefinite 
since it implies that the structure of the device somehow changes during "normal" use and that 
the size of the side plates depend on a person using the device. 

In claim 3 line 3 it is unclear what "in a practical case fitted into them" means. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-3 (as understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moore. 

Moore discloses a device comprising: 

a wheel 13 positioned between two side plates 15, an axle 18 of which wheel is fixed to 
the side plates; 

positioned under the wheel there are foot plates 21 extending outwards connected to the 
side plates; 

wherein the side plates are fixed together as a yoke (near 16) via a connection rib running 
along their edges; 

wherein the ends of the wheel are fixed into the thickened plate parts of the side plates.
